FINLEY UPHOLDS
EDUCATION BOARD
IN RODNAN CASE

'THINKS PENALTY

| But Commissioner Feels Bound|

Albany, June 5 The suspension of
| Henrietta Rodman (Mre. De Fremery)
by the New York Boeard of Eduecation
for writing the noted “mother haiting®
letter to The Tribune wus sustained to- |
day by John H. Finley, State Commis- |
sione of Eduention. Miss Rodman ap-
pealed toe him from the board's de-
cision and the Commissioner dismissed
the appeal

Mr. Finley, however, criticised the
bhoard for paying so much attention to
| Miss Rodman's letter. He thought it |
should have ignored her comment, but
| since the letter was noticed he was
ihnnu-i to respeet the board's aetion.
| He believed an expression of censure
would have necomplished the end
sought, and he sugpested that the |
board reduce the term of suspension, |
which was from November 14, 1914, to
September 1, 1815

Commissioner Finley rives these two |
reasons for his decision:

That Hiss Rodmun's position as a|
teacher “carried with it an obligation |
of respect and scrupulous regard for|
the truth, which she conspicuously |
ignored in publishing the letter, and
1hll.lhin added responsibility of nl
teacher does not necessarily invelve an
abridgment of the frecdom of speech.”
t That while he was obliged to reverse
the decision reached by the board in
| the very matter which was criticised
(the mother-tecacher cases), he was “of
necessity bound to give the board every
possible protection in the frep exercise
of its judgment within the wide dis-
eretion rightfully accorded it by the

Delegates Adopt Resolutions
Deprecating Attempt to In-

terview President.

Chicage, June B ~The recent nt-|
tempt of two militant suffragiste to
force an interview with President Wil-
son was condemned to-day at the con-
cluding wession of the mid-year con-
ference here of the National American
Woman's Suffrage Association. The
following resolutions on the subject
were adopted:

“Whereas the recent attempt of the
Congressional Union for Woman Suf-
frage to force an interview with the
President of the United States at a
most inopportune time has brought
condemnation upon all suffragists, and
whereas this orgunization is in no way
eonnected with the great body of suf-
frnaiste rovresented by the National
American Woman's Suffrage Associa-
tion, but is & new organization, with
metheds and policies diametrically op-
| posite to thoze of the national associa-
tion,

“He it resolved, That this conference
af members of the National American
Woman's Suffrare Associntion assem-
bled in Chicago this eighth day of
June, 1915, do hereby deprecate this
anetion and diselaim &ny responsibility
| for or sympathy with the same;

“And be it further resolved, that a
copy of this resolution be sent to the
President of the United States”

Delegates from all parts of the coun-
try discussed the resolution, telling
stories of votes lost because the un-
informed publie, it was said, eredits
militaney not to one organization, hut
to suffragists generally., Dr. Anna
Howard Shaw, president of the associ-
wtion, made particularly vigorous re-
marks pointing to the necessity of in-
forming the public that the association
is opposed to militant methods,

A telegram from Governor Trammell
uf Florida to Mrs, Boswell C. Cooley,
stating that he had signed the Fells-
mere charter act, for which the women
had worked, was received with cheers
4t the conference.

Miss Alice Stane Blackwell, of Bos-
ton. in addressing the delegates said:

“We are mnking great progress in
the South, and we will make it faster

when it is understood that the Bristow-
Monde!ll amendment does not enfran-
chise women indigeriminately, but only
in the same way that men are enfran-
chised."

Thers was an animated debate az to
the propriety of supporting the Shaf-
voth amendment, which, Mrs. Medill
MeCarmick expluined, was supported by
the Congressionsl committee of which
she i chairman, although the commit-
tee regarded it az of sccondary im-
portance. Mrs, Gifford Dudley, of
Tennessee, declared the amendment
was the most important gateway to
cuffrage in the South. A motion to
withdraw support was lost, 21 to 57,

eral bill designed to grant to women
tha right to vote for Representatives.

but Mrs. Charles L. Tiffany and her
co-wnrkers of the College Equal Suf-
frage Learue proved, in their wvisit
to ths Naturalization Court, that vates
far women workers can present their

tentive while thirty-six Germans, Aus-
trinns, Italians, Frenchmen, Seandi-
navians, Jews and Britons were made
full citizens of this country, with the
right to participate in its government.
